THE  OPEXIXG  OF  THE  COXVEXTIO^f. 

The  Convention  met  at  noon  in  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
the  Legislature  having  adjourned  over.  The  delegates  were  seated  in 
tront  of  the  Speaker’s  chair,  arranged  in  accordance  with  their  Congress¬ 
ional  apportionment.  In  the  rear  of  the  delegates  was  a  dense  mass  of 
ou  siders,  comprising  Democrats  from  every  part  of  the  State,  and  the 
crowd  extended  to  the  rotunda  and  out  to  the  steps  of  the  Capitol,  while 
«very  window  and^  doorway  was  crowded  with  interested  spectators.  At 
we  ve  0  clo(^,  amid  profound  quiet,  Hon.  William  A.  Wallace,  chairman 
of  the  State  Central  Committee,  called  the  Convention  to  order.

Colonel  Wallace  then  addressed  the  Convention,  interrupted  with  re¬ 
peated  applause  : 
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SPEECH  OF  COLONEL  WALLACE. 

Gentlemen  of  tub  Convention  :  The  political  events  of  the  past  year 
are  full  of  reasons  for  pride  in  your  strength  and  confidence  in  your  future. 

Success  has  crowned  your  efforts  and  the  great  principles  of  civil  liberty 
and  constitutional  government  have  asserted  their  power  over  the  minds 
of  the  people. 

These  great  doctrines  gave  birth  to  our  organization,  and  when  we  are 
defeated  in  their  support,  like  the  fabled  Antaeus,  when  hurled  to  his  moth¬ 
er  earth,  we  gather  therefrom  renewed  vigor  and  arise  stronger  and  more 
determined  than  before. 

Tne  war  and  the  attendant  train  of  horrors  are  remembered  in  sadness. 
Keason  resumes  its  throne  and  designing  men  can  no  longer  attain  their 
selfish  ends  by  appeals  to  passion.  Christian  charity  now  fills  the  place 
that  rancor  had  usurped,  and  hate  and  bitterness  are  slowly  passing  away. 

The  Radical  party  have  shown  their  incapacity  to  govern  the  Republic, 
and  the  mass  of  their  own  adherents  recognize  the  fact.  Famine  and  crime, 
military  rule,  insecurity  of  life  and  property,  the  negro  dominant,  the  white 
lace  oppressed,  are  the  proofs  of  this  in  one  section,  while  grinding  taxa¬ 
tion,  uncertainty  in  business  and  financial  distress,  pervade  the  other.  It 
has  given  us  “a  broken  and  dissevered  Union,'’  corruption  and  extravagance 
in  the  use  of  public  money,  confusion  in  monetary  affairs,  and  mismanage¬ 
ment  of  the  immense  revenues  it  has  wrung  from  the  people.  It  can  unite 
upon  no  policy  but  the  perpetuation  of  its  own  power.  In  the  mad  spirit  of 
faction,  it  seeks  to  strip  the  Executive  of  his  prerogative,  and  to  ignore  the 
sacred  functions  of  the  Judiciary.  It  tramples  upon  the  organic  law,  re¬ 
verses  our  traditions,  and  brands  as  criminal  every  attempt  to  stay  its  wild 
career. 

Our  form  of  government  is  the  external  evidence  of  capacity  for  self-gov¬ 
ernment,  for  governments  are  what  people  make  them.  If  we  can  govern 
ourselves,  we  can  sustain  the  government  we  love  and  can  safely  trust  to  the 
force  of  ideas,  to  the  march  of  mind,  to  public  opinion,  to  crush  with  the 
ballot  those  who  through  the  forms  of  law  attack  the  vital  spirit  of  our  in¬ 
stitutions.  The  People  have  ordained  a  free  system  of  laws  and  a  complex 
yet  simple  organism — the  People,  the  States  and  the  Union.  The  preserva¬ 
tion  of  the  right  of  each  of  these  is  essential  to  the  existence  of  the  whole. 
To  maintain  these  they  have  created  the  three  great  co-ordinate  branches  of 
the  government — the  Executive,  the  Legislative,  and  the  Judicial.  Pub¬ 
lic  good  and  private  right  demand  the  preservation  of  the  integrity  of 
each. 

Sovereignty  is  in  the  people.  The  government  is  their  creature,  woven  to 
protect  their  liberties.  Its  division  into  independent  branches  was  of  the 
very  essence  of  the  system.  The  destruction  of  either  is  a  stride  toward 
tyranny.  The  organic  law  defines  the  powers  of  each,  and  to  that  law 
each  must  be  confined.  The  Constitution  is  the  supreme  law.  It  is  the  only 
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evidence  of  powers  granted  by  the  States  and  the  people.  It  must  be  strict¬ 
ly  pursued,  and  implicitly  obeyed. 

To  sustain  these  truths,  more  than  300,000  men,  in  conscious  strength  and 
quiet  dignity,  await  your  call,  and  this  day  speak,  through  you,  for  obedi¬ 
ence  to  law,  for  the  government  of  the  Constitution,  and  for  the  Federal 
Union  of  the  States. 

When  Mr.  Wallace  concluded,  Hon.  S.  E.  Ancona  nominated  for  tempo¬ 
rary  Chairman,  Hon.  William  Randall,  of  Schuylkill  County.  This  was 
unanimously  approved,  and  Mr.  Randall  addressed  the  Convention. 

SPEECH  OF  MR.  BAXDAIL. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention  :  It  is  needless  for  me  to  say  that  I  thank 
you  for  the  honor  you  have  conferred  in  calling  upon  me  to  temporarily  pre¬ 
side  over  the  deliberations  of  this  Convention.  Impressed  with  its  due  im¬ 
portance,  I  shall  use  my  best  endeavors  to  discharge  my  duties  faithfully  and 
fearlessly.  I  have  no  ambitious  motives  to  gratify,  but  look  singly  to  the 
success  of  the  Democratic  party  in  the  coming  struggle.  We  are  on  the  eve 
of  opening  the  Presidential  campaign  and  if  we  desire  success  in  our  delib¬ 
erations,  they  must  be  conducted  with  wisdom  and  judgment,  we  must  bury 
all  past  differences  and  animosities,  and  unite  in  one  solid  phalanx  to  defeat 
our  ancient  enemy,  who-4s'^rayed  before  us,  and  whose  only  name  really  is, 
“Opposition  to  the  Democratic  party.”  [Applause.]  The  success  of  that 
party  is  imperatively  demanded,  not  on  account  of  the  advancement  of  in¬ 
dividuals,  but  that,  not  only  the  welfare,  but  the  very  essence  of  the  gov¬ 
ernment  itself  maybe  saved.  [Renewed  applause.]  Examine  with  me  for 
a  moment  the  action  of  this  party  we  are  compelled  to  overthrow,  and  find 
every  material  interest  of  the  State  and  nation  on  the  verge  of  ruin.  Look 
nto  the  national  councils,  that  should  be  the  representatives  of  the  people, 
and  find  the  Executive  branch  of  the  government  enslaved,  the  Judiciary  of 
the  nation  curtailed  of  its  prerogrtives,  and  the  Legislature,  which,  under 
our  form  of  government,  was  but  a  co-ordinate  branch,  assuming  the  entire 
power  and  control  of  this  national  trinity ;  in  a  way,  too,  that  has  been 
deemed  by  all  the  great  leading  legal  minds  of  the  country  inimical  to  the 
unity  of  the  nation,  if  not  violative  of  the  organic  law.  [Applause.]  To 
do  this,  we  go  to  the  people  and  show  them  the  barren  results-  of  the  war, 
in  which  our  sons  and  brothers  lost  their  lives  to  maintain  the  honor  of  the 
flag  and  the  unity  of  the  States,  and  they  will  demand  in  thunder  tones  that 
disunion  shall  not  be  declared  an  aocomplished  fact  by  Radical  secessionists 
of  the  North,  in  times  of  peace,  when  it  could  not  be  accomplished  by  war 
in  another  section  of  the  Union.'  They  will  demand  further,  that  the  civil 
shall  not  become  subordinate  to  the  military  power,  and  that  the  Executive  of 
the  nation  shall  not  be  ignominiously  ejected  from  his  office  for  the  sole  pur¬ 
pose  of  maintaining  an  unscrupulous  and  corrupt  party  in  power.  [Pro¬ 
longed  enthusiasm.]  Let  us,  then,  in  our  selections  to-day  place  men  upon 
Gur  ticket  whose  public  and  private  characters  are  spotless,  and  when  they 
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are  thus  placed  there,  let  us  advance  to  the  ballot-box  to  insure  their 
success,  animated  by  the  same  spirit  that  made  the  old  hero  of  the  hermit¬ 
age  declare,  “The  Federal  Union — by  the  Eternal,  it  mustand  shall  be  pre¬ 
served.”  [Great  applause.]  Again  thanking  you  for  the  honor  you  have 
conferred,  I  am  prepared  to  proceed  with  the  business  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion. 

COITTESTED  SEATS. 

Hon.  Mr.  Depuy  Davis,  of  Berks,  said  there  were  several  cases  of  con¬ 
tested  seats  from  Philadelphia.  He  moved  that  they  be  referred  to  the  dele¬ 
gates  from  Philadelphia. 

Mr.  George  A.  Quigley,  of  Philadelphia,  said  the  matter  should  be 
settled  by  the  rules  of  the  party  in  Philadelphia. 

Mr.  Cassidy  rose  to  speak  on  the  subject,  when 

Mr.  Campbell,  of  Philadelphia,  raised  the  question  of  order  that  neither 
Mr.  Cassidy  nor  Mr.  Randall  were  members  until  the  election  was  decided? 
and  neither  could  speak. 

The  Chair  so  ruled. 

Mr.  Norman,  of  Lancaster,  offered  the  following  resolution  :  That  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  thirty-three,  to  be  named  by  the  Senatorial  delegations,  be  ap¬ 
pointed,  to  whom  all  contested  seats  outside  of  Philadelphia  be  referred. 

Mr.  Zeigler,  of  Butler,  said  that  the  Convention  had  decided  to  allow  the 
Philadelphia  members  to  settle  their  contested  cases.  Why  not  let  the  other 
delegations  do  the  same. 

Mr.  Barr,  of  Allegheny,  agreed  with  Mr  Zeigler,  but  said  there  was  this 
difficulty,  that  while  in  Philadelphia  there  was  one  contest  among  twenty,  in 
some  other  counties  there  would  be  one  among  two.  He  moved  to  substi¬ 
tute  seven  as  the  number  of  members  of  the  committee,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Chair  Agreed  to. 

President  Randall  then  appointed  the  following  named  gentlemen  on  the 
said  committee  :

Hon.  George  D.  Jackson,  of  Sullivan,  moved  that  the  rules  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  of  Pennsylvania,  as  far  as  applicable,  be  adopted  for  the 
government  of  the  Convention.  Agreed  to. 

PERMANENT  ORGANIZATION. 

Mr.  John  C.  Barr,  of  Pittsburg,  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  one  from  each  Senatorial  district,  to  be  selected 
by  the  delegates  from  such  district,  be  appointed  to  report  permanent  officers 
for  this  convention. 
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Mr.  Smith,  of  the  Lancaster  Intelligencer^  moved  to  amend  by  substituting 
-the  following : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  thirty-three  members  be  named  by  the  dele¬ 
gates  from  each  Senatorial  district  to  report  permanent  officers  of  the 
Convention,  and  that  a  similar  committee,  similarly  constituted,  be  appointed 
to  draft  resolutions,  to  which  all  resolutions  shall  be  referred  without  debate. 
Mr.  Barr  accepted  this  amendment. 

General  M’Camant,  of  Venango,  thought  that  members  ought ‘to  be  limited 
in  debate,  but  that  resolutions  should  not  be  referred  to  the  committee  with¬ 
out  proper  discussion.

Mr.  Hopkins  briefly  addressed  the  Convention,  excusing  himself  from 
speaking  on  accomit  of  the  extreme  unexpectedness  of  his  election  for  Presi¬ 
dent.  He  said  that  as  the  Democratic  party  had  been  in  the  past,  so 
it  was  now,  the  exponent  of  constitutional  liberty  and  obedience  to  law,  and 
was  determined  to  protect  the  integrity  of  the  government  from  all  assaults, 
whether  of  outward  foes  or  inward  traitors. 

To-day  ten  States  of  the  Union  were  subjected  to  an  odious  system  of 
military  despotism,  and  that  the  whole  military  power  of  the  Government 
was  used  for  the  avowed  purpose  of  forcing  negro  suffrage  upon  the  United 
States.  The  paramount  question  in  the  coming  campaign  was  whether  our 
Republican  institutions  should  be  subjected  to  the  domination  of  the  negro 
race  or  not?  The  time  was  when  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  was 
.  adorned  by  such  ho-nored  members  as  Clay,  Wright,  Calhoun,  Forsyth,  and 
a  host  of  others  ;  but  how  deplorable  was  the  contrast  to-day?  As  to  the 
impeachment  of  the  President  he  said  that  the  committee  of  Congress  had 
been  unfortunate  in  the  selection  of  charges.  We  had  Governors  through 
the  country  who  had  telegraphed  to  their  confederates  in  crime — “  Stand 
firm ;  we  will  send  you  a  hundred  thousand  and  if  needs  be  three  hundred 
thousand  men.”  Now,  what  did  these  loyal  Governors  propose  to  do  ?  The 
question  was,  whether  the  President  had  the  right  to  select  his  own  Cabinet 
officer,  and  if  he  had  not  that  right  whether  he  had  the  right  to  have  the 
opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  upon  the  question? 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  Au¬ 
ditor  General.

Resolved^  That  the  delegates  to  the  National  Democratic  convention  from 
this  convention  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  instructed  to  vote  as  a  unit  for 
candidates  for  President  and  Vice  President  and  upon  the  Platform. 

Postponed  for  the  present. 

The  convention  then  adjourned  until  nine  o’clock,  in  expectation  of 
hearing  the  report  of  the  committee  on  resolutions. 


NIGHT  SESSION. 

President  Hopkins  called  the  Convention  to  order  at  nine  o’clock. 

Mr.  Jackson  notified  the  convention  that  Hon.  Thomas  Chalfant,  of  the 

•  ' 

thirteenth  district  withdrew  from  the  position  of  Elector  for  the  thirteenth 
Congressional  district.  Jesse  C.  Ammerman  was  selected  in  his  place. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  until  9  o’clock. 

Punctually  at  9  o’clock  the  Convention  was  called  on  to  business. 

Mr.  Deise,  of  Clinton,  was  requested  to  address  the  Convention.  He 
said : 

The  present  was  no  time  for  talk  ;  the  time  for  action  was  at  hand.  For 
the  first  time  in  six  years  they  met  in  convention  the  representatives  of  the 
victorious  party.  They  came  to  declare  that  no  citizen  of  America  can  be 
deprived  of  constitutional  liberty  while  Democratic  blood  and  brains 
govern  the  nation;  to  declare  that  no  usurpation  of  power  by  a  fragmen¬ 
tary  Congress  can  receive  the  sanction  of  the  free  people  of  the  North  and 
the  Democratic  party  to  revive  business,  and  to  assert  in  no  uncertain  Ian- 
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guage  that  every  provision  of  the  Federal  Constitution  shall  be  guaranteed 
to  every  citizen,  North  or  South.  So  soon  as  the  Democratic  party,  the 
freemen  of  Pennsylvania,  come  to  the  determination,  there  is  hope  for 
the  people  and  for  the  country.  The  duty  of  the  Democratic  party  is  plain 
— to  go  from  the  Convention,  and  tell  the  farmers  that  their  farms  are 
mortgaged  to  pay  a  debt  that  is  grinding  the  lives  from  a  free  people.  To 
tell  the  mechanic  that  his  last  dollar  is  being  taken  to  perpetuate  power  in 
the  hands  of  the  rump,  which  finally  end  in  disintegration  to  the  Federal 
government,  destruction  to  the  people,  and  death  to  the  Federal  Union. 
And  tell  these  and  every  man  in  the  land,  that  unless  justice  and  right  are 
administered  to  a  people  over  whom  despotic  power  has  been  placed,  that 
their  property,  their  bonds,  and  their  lives  are  in  danger.  The  hope  of  the 
Union  is  in  the  Democratic  party,  in  its  brave  hearts  and  stout  arms. 
The  dispatches  of  heroic  Governors  do  not  dismay  the  hearts  of  brave  men. 
The  Democratic  party  does  not  believe  that  the  last  words  of  Stonewall 
Jackson  were,  “Beware  of  Geary”.  When  the  issue  comes,  and  the  Democra¬ 
tic  party  resumes  the  direction  of  the  national  government,  there  will 
float  over  the  whole  land  a  flag  of  thirty-seven  stars,  and  blazoned  upon  its 
folds  will  be  the  Democratic  motto.  The  Union  of  the  States,  the  Supremacy 
of  the  Constitution,  and  Justice  to  Every  Citizen. 

General  McCandless  was  next  called  on.  He  said  :  That  to  win  battles 
and  carry  campaigns  to  successful  issue,  organization  is  the  first  principle 
of  success  in  the  Convention.  The  Democratic  party  has  formed  its  skir¬ 
mish  lines,  the  plans  are  laid  down  and  the  column  formed,  and  now  the 
Democratic  party  is  to  advance  against  the  enemy.  There  are  many  points 
in  his  lines  where  onward  march  will  break  through  and  insure  speedy  vic¬ 
tory.  In  the  army  the  speaker  learned  that  as  long  as  an  army  or  a  party 
remains  upon  the  defensive,  it  is  merely  a  question  of  time  how  long  it  is 
willing  to  be  whipped. 

General  McCandless  then  denounced  the  recent  attempts  to  precipitate 
war  in  the  North,  by  the  incendiary  appeals  of  Radical  Governors,  and  the 
falsified  statements  of  volunteers  from  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  to 
sustain  Congress.  He  counseled  moderation,  but  firm  adherence  to  Demo¬ 
cratic  doctrine — the  Union  as  it  was,  and  the  Constitution  as  it  is — the  one 
the  hope  and  pride  of  log^al  hearts,  the  other  the  refuge  and  stay  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  in  the  disorder  and  wickdeness  of  the  present  revolutionary.  Radical  rule. 
The  Democratic  party  will  make  no  war,  but  if  war  be  pressed  upon  the 
North  to  secure  the  dominance  of  the  blacks,  no  Democrat  will  evade  or 
refuse  the  issue. 

Mr.  Cassidy  then  reported  from  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  the  follow¬ 
ing  declaration  of  principles  : 
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KESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved^  That  the  happiness  of  the  people  and  the  preservation  of  our 
power  as  a  republic  depends  upon  the  perpetuity  of  the  Union  and  the  pre¬ 
servation  of  the  Constitution,  and  the  prompt  restoration  of  each  and  all  of 
the  States  to  the  enjoyment  of  their  rights  and  functions  in  the  Union  is  es¬ 
sential  to  our  progress,  our  prosperity,  and  the  protection  of  our  liberties, 
and  Radical  legislation  is  the  barrier  thereto. 

Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  is  the  supreme  law  ; 
it  is  binding  upon  the  people  and  upon  every  department  of  the  government, 
and  it  is  the  highest  duty  of  those  in  and  out  of  official  place  to  yield  impli¬ 
cit  obedience  to  all  its  provisions,  until  it  is  changed  in  the  manner  provid¬ 
ed  therein.  That  the  recent  attempts  of  the  Legislative  branch  of  the  govern¬ 
ment  to  usurp  the  office  of  the  Executive  and  to  destroy  the  independence 
of  the  Judiciary,  are  deliberate  attacks  upon  the  plainest  provisions  of  the 
Constitution,  in  utter  violation  of  its  spirit,  and  tend  to  the  overthrow  of  the 
government  itself. 

Resolved,  That  the  Radicals  in  Congress  have  wrung  from  the  people  enor¬ 
mous  sums  of  money  which  they  have  squandered  in  reckless  extravagance  ; 
that  their  system  of  revenue  is  ill  devised,  incongruous  and  inequitable  ;  that 
rigid  economy  in  every  branch  of  the  public  survice,  a  decrease  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  officials,  a  reduction  in  the  army  and  navy,  and  reform  in  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  the  revenue,  are  imperatively  demanded.  Only  by  this  means  can 
a  reduction  in  the  amount  of  taxation  now  imposed  on  the  industrial  and 
manufacturing  interests  be  attained,  and  the  payment  of  our  indebtedness  be 
assured. 

Resolved,  That  the  Republican  party  is  responsible  to  the  country  for  the 
delay  in  the  restoration  of  the  Southern  Spates  to  their  just  relations  in  th.e 
Union,  and  for  the  government  of  their  people  by  military  rule ;  that  the 
purpose  of  these  measures  is  to  perpetuate  Radical  power  through  votes  of 
illiterate  negroes. 

Resolved,  That  in  enacting  the  tenure  of  office  law  the  Legislative  and 
Executive  branches  of  the  government,  each  for  itself,  had  a  right  to  judge 
of  its  constitutionality,  and  that  in  thus  exercising  the  right  the  Executive 
was  duly  complying  with  that  portion  of  his  oath  of  office  which  required 
him  to  preserve,  protect  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  ; 
and  that  it  is  the  right  of  every  branch  of  the  government,  and  of  every 
citizen,  to  have  questions  involving  the  constitutionality  of  any  law  speedily 
adjudged  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  and  the  right  of  the 
people  to  have  said  decisions  enforced. 

Resolved,  That  the  pending  impeachment  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  is  a  gross  and  reckless  abuse  of  partisan  power,  without  justifiable 
cause,  and  intended  for  the  attainment  of  party  purposes  at  the  sacrifice  of 
the  most  vital  interests  of  the  country. 

Resolved,  That  a  return  to  a  specie  paying  basis  at  the  earliest  practicable 


moment  is  essential  to  the  interests  of  the  people  and  the  prosperity  of  the 
nation. 

Resolved^  That  the  national  debt  should  be  paid  as  rapidly  as  is  consistent 
with  the  terms  of  the  laws  upon  which  the  several  loans  are  based. 

Resolved,  That  the  five-twenty  bonds  and  the  legal  tender  notes  are  com¬ 
ponent  parts  of  the  same  financial  system,  and  until  the  government  is  able 
to  redeem  the  legal  tenders  in  coin,  the  holders  of  these  bonds  should  be 
required  to  receive  legal  tenders  in  payment. 

Resolved,  That  every  species  of  property  should  bear  its  fair  proportion  oj 
taxation,  and  that  the  exemption  of  government  bonds  therefrom  is  unjust 
and  inequitable. 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize  with  emotions  of  the  deepest  gratitude  the 
efforts  of  the  gallant  volunteer  soldiers  who  so  freely  took  up  arms  to  pro¬ 
tect  the  Flag  and  preserve  the  Union,  and  we  denounce  as  unjust  to  them, 
the  efforts  of  the  Radicals  to  prevent  a  restoration  of  the  Union  until  negro 
supremacy  is  established  in  certain  States,  and  negro  equality  made  the  rule 
in  all. 

Resolved,  That  the  naturalization  of  foreign-born  citizens  places  them  on 
the  same  footing  as  those  born  in  this  country,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
government  to  see  that  all  citizens,  naturalized  and  native,  are  protected  in 
their  rights  of  life,  liberty,  and  property,  abroad  as  well  as  at  home,  and 
that  in  the  view  of  the  Democracy  the  flag  of  the  country  ought  and  must 
be  made  to  protect  all  our  citizens. 

The  platform  was  immediately  adopted  as  a  whole  and  without  dissent. 

There  then  remained  to  the  Convention  nothing  but  the  nomination  of 
candidates  and  the  selection  of  delegates  at  large,  and  this  it  proceeded  to  do.

me,  I  most  respectfully  insist  that  my  name  shall  be  withdrawn.

President  Hopkins — Very  well,  if  the  gentleman  from  Schuylkill  still  in-' 
sists  his  name  will  be  withdrawn,  and  the  clerks  will  proceed  with  the  call.

The  nomination  of  General  Wellington  H.  Ent  was  declared  unanimously, 
amid  the  wildest  enthusiasm.  To  the  ticket  he  added  the  strength  that  only 
such  an  approved  and  faithful  soldier  could,  and  his  endorsement  by  all  the 
soldiers  of  Pennsylvania  is  beyond  dispute.  He  was  loudly  called  for,  but 
failed  to  appear,  as  he  was  at  his  home  in  Columbia  county,  whither  the 
nomination  has  gone,  no  one  expecting  or  looking  for  it  less  than  he. 

The  election  of  delegates  at  large  was  last  in  order.  Each  delegate  voted 
for  four  members,  summing  up  being  no  more.
